Should (be $469-million gen¬ 
erating facility be built - and 
Vepco said last week it plans 
to fLe with the Federal Power 
Commission within 30 days an 
application for a license to build 
it - the impact on Bath, Highland 
aad Pocahontas would be con¬ 
siderable.

- Housing for 4,000 persons, 
including i, 800 project employees 
expected to be brought into die 
area and their families.

Five additional physicians, 
two more dentists and 16-18 ad¬ 
ditional hospital beds. 

During the meeting, Vepco re¬ 
presentatives asked the county 
officials to consider the impact 
on local housing, schools, roads 
and community services so that 
steps can be taken to meet the 
needs as they arise. 

Local officials who attended the 
meeting said they left with the 
Impression that the impact, 
though considerable, would not

Mr. Hall andSupervisor Charles 
A. Lowman Jr. of Mlllboro Dis¬ 
trict, who also opposes zoning, 
openly suggested Tuesday that 
zoning, if adopted, may become 
an issue in this November's ele¬ 
ction, when the seat held by Mr.

Mr. Cleek said the special meet¬ 
ing Sept. 10 would be held “for 
the sole purpose of the public 
hearing" and the actual vote 
would likely be taken at a later 
date. 

In essence, the proposed or¬ 


dinance would divide Bath County 
Into five districts - agriculture 
limited, agriculture general, re¬ 
sidential, business and indus¬ 
trial - with agricultural dist¬ 
ricts covering 90 per cent of 
the county and the residential, 
business and industrial distric¬ 
ts primarily 0 the Warm Springs 
Valley. 

The ordinance also proposes to 
establish a board of zoning app¬ 
eals which would rule on zoning 
requests appealed from the 
board of supervisors. 

There has been some agitation, 
particularly among residents of 
the developed area along US 220 
southward from Warm Springs, 
to enact a zoning ordinance be¬ 
fore the county is marred, in 
their opinion, by uncontrolled and 
unsightly development. 

On the other hand, there Is a 
feeling, especially strong In the 
rural, undeveloi>ed eastern half 
of the county, that a zoning or¬ 
dinance would result in a land- 
owner losing some of his rights 
over his property.

GREENVILLE, S.C. - Opponents 
of the Gathright Dam in Bath and 
Allegany counties, Va., asked 
the 4th UJ5. Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals here Monday for an Injunc¬ 
tion which would stop construc¬ 
tion on the dam until th*-> federal 
appeals court can give a de¬ 
cision on an appeal of a lower 
court decision.
